After Threats. 


Mysterious threats made against her 
by two dapper Americanized Japanese 
are reported to be responsible for the 
sudden disappearance from Evanston 
of Miss Asa Matsuoka, 19 year old 
daughter of a wealthy importer of 
Tokio, and the stationing .of two spe- 
cial policemen in front of the North- 
western co-ed dormitory conducted by 
Mrs. Lucile Richardson at 2010 Sher- 
man avenue in the north’ shore city. 

Great secrecy has been thrown ‘about 
the girl’s absence, both by the uni- 
versity authorities and the police. The 
facts leading up to the girl’s disappear- 
ance are these:

Chicago is now a 1 o'clock town as 
far as cabarets are concerned, but 
dancing, dining, a drinking (nonalco- 
holic beverages) i go on forever. 

That is the import of two dctions 
taken by the Supreme court at Spring- 
field last night. In the first place‘ the 


nance closing amusement placgs at 
1 o'clock as applied to restaurants. 
This means that all midnight revues, 
cabaret performances, and any other 
programs by ‘professional entertainers 
must cease at that hour. 

City Without Power. 

Secondly, the court denied the peti- 
tion of the city for a rehearing on 2a. 
former de¢ n of the court upholding 
the Appellate court. which found .the 
city had been given no authority to 
license restaurants. This case was the 
outgrowth of the action of Mayor 
Thompson in revoking the license’ of 
Ike Bloom's Midnight Follies and 
Colosimo’s restaurant during the heat 
of the campaign in the fall of 1920. 

Injunctions were granted by Judge 
Denis E. Sullivan in dhe Colosimo case 
and by Judge Morrill in the case of 
the Midnight Follies, restraining Mayor 
Thompson and the chief of police from 
interfering with their businesses. The 
'city appealed to the Appellate court to 
dissolve the injunctions in both cases, 
but Judges Morrill, Gridley and Barnes 
held that the state gave the city no 
power to license restaurants. They 
were upheld by the Supreme court, 
which last night denied a rehearing. 

Suit Against Green Miil. 

The test of the amusement ordinance 
was carried to the Supreme court by 
the Green Mill Gardens. The city 
brought suit against the Green Mill 
Gardens, contending that the manage 
ment violated the amusement ordi 
nance by keeping open until 2:30 
o’clock. .The case was first tried Sept. 
*} ads teat the Municipal court holding 
“| that the ordinance did not apply to res- 
taurants such as conducted by the de- 
fendants. 

The opinion of the Supreme court, 
written by Justice Duncan, upholds the 
ordinance as a valid and a reasonable 
one, and that the defendant conducts 
an amusement place within the mean- 
ing of the ordinance. The former deci-

Statement by Breen. 

“These two decisions, coupled with 
that in the case of the Blackstone ho- 
tel several years ago, mean that 
eabaret.shows must stop at 1 o’clock, 
| but that not even the police can inter- 
‘fere with dancing or dining at that 
hour,” said First Assistant Corpora- 
tion Counsel James W. Breen. “ The 
Blackstone decision held that the 
municipal authorities have no right 
to interfere with dancfhg in an eating 
‘place.

Small. Mr. Brundage and I went into 
court for the people of Illinois on man- 
damus proceedings. The question was 
whether the executive could override 
the judiciary. This is now settied.”

AMERICAN 
REPRESENTATION IN 
EUROPEAN NEGOTIATIONS. 


Floyd Gibbons cables from Paris that a new 
financial commission will take up the problem of 
stabilizing the mark. It may have better luck 
than that of last spring, which Germany hoped 
would approve a large loan. The bankers who 
cemposed the commission made conditions which 
were not acceptable to the French government and 
nothing but a very general statement of views 
resulted from the commission's efforts. 


Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan was a member of the 
former commission. Mr. Gibbons says he will 
act upon the new one. Inasmuch as American 
resources are certain to be drawn upon for any 
stabilization scheme, it is natural that an Amer- 
ican should be invited to help formulate it. From 
the British and Freneh ‘viewpoint Mr. Morgan is 
the inevitable selection. He is considerably less 
acceptable from the American. He is head of a 
great international finan house which during 
the war period and after floated the huge British 
and French loans in this country, and in fact was 
ithe fiscal representative of the British govern- 
ment. This house also has English and French 
branches and is associated intimately with British 
and French finance. Mr. Morgan himself has 
strong tiles with British and French society and 
belongs to that influential minority which thinks 
America owes the allies of the late war an apology 
for not entering in 1914. Mr. Morgan's partner, 
Mr. Lamont, is the leading advocate in this country 
.. of debt cancellation, 

We do not doubt Mr. Morgan would consider 
himself as thinking and aeting for American 
interests, but his interpretation would be subject 


“<= to influences which do not make for the alert and 


vigorous defense of our interesta. We need a very 
different representative from Mr. Morgan or @ny 
other® banker already. interested in international 
commitments ani saturated in a partisanship 
partly sentimental and partly material. 

We have no doubt ft/s necessary at a proper 
time to devise a bagis upon which our large finan- 
cial resources can be safely and profitably em- 
ployed toward the financial and economic recon, 
struction of Europe. We have a large proportion 
of the gold of the world and a part of it might 
‘be loaned wnder proper conditions to réhabilitate 
deflated currencies and restore exchange. But in 
the negotiation of any such agreement we need 
a clear-headed and single-minded representation. 


In fact, one of the prime factors which make 
it at present undesirable and unsafe for us to take 
part in any negotiation with European govern- 
ments is that the men who are likely to represent 
us as financial or political ambassadors are not fit 
to protect us. Our diplomacy is full of foreign 
snobbism and second or third rate ability. Our 
financial emissaries are not disinterested. 


Our situation calls for a renewal of the famous 
warning, “Put none but Americans on guard,” 


and by Americans we @o fot m@an Americans}

| which purposes to destroy existing government and 
society by force. Because the I. W..W. with its 
comrades in the ranks of syndicalism and bol- 
shevism promotes a deadly political and social 
' philosophy, we take the trouble and space to an- 
swer and refute him. A communicable disease can 
best be fought by recognition and isolation. 


“ Comrade" Grady’s assertions can best be an- 
swered and refuted out of the mouths of his asso- 
ciates and fellow propagandists. The ptrpose 
of the I. W. W. is shown briefly, but vividly, in 
ithe preamble of its constitution, which reads, in 

| part, as follows: “ The working class and the em- 
iploying class have nothing in common. 

| Between the two classes a struggle must go on 
until the workers of the world organize as a class, 
take possession of the earth and the machinery of 
production, and abolish the wage system. 
Instead of the conservative motto, ‘A fair day's 
work for a fair day’s wage,’ we must inscribe on 
our banner the revolutionary watchword, ‘ Aboli- 
tion of the wage system.’ .. .” 


If more evidence of the purpose of the 1. W. W. 
to degtroy existing government and society by force 
is needed, it can be found readily. Grover H. Perry, 
in an article published by the I. W. W. Publishing 
bureau, says: “We are going to do away with 
capitalism by taking possession of the land and of 
the machinery of production. We don’t intend to 
buy them, either.” In another article Perry writes: 
“The I. W. W. are laying the foundation of a new 
government.” 

In the files of The One Big Union Monthly, an 
officia) I. W. W. publication,.may be found an artt 
cle containing this statement: “The I. W. W. has 
given up all thought of using the machinery of 
the present estate for its purposes. It proposes 
to create entirely new machinery of administration 
in which not even a particle of the old ghéll shall 
enter as a constituent part.” 


Abner E. Woodruff’s “ Advancing Proletaria” 
sheds more light on this matter. It says: “It (the 
proletaria) realizes that the modern government is 
but a shadow, and not a substarice, that it is merely 
a committee acting for the eeonomically power- 
ful. . . . Representation ih such a government 
has no value to the proletariat, since it does not 
care to trade or traffic with the other classes, for 
whom it possesses only hatred and. contempt. 
. . . All the activities of the proletariat further- 
ing its program for a new soeiety must necessarily 
be revolutionary and beyond the ‘law’.” 

“ Comrade ” Grady’s assertion that THE TRIBUNE 
takes no cognizance of the court’s ruling that no 
case was made upon the sabotage and violence 
eounts charged in the case of the “ political prig- 
oners,” is a superficial effort to cloud the true facts. 
Assuming, for the sake of the discussion, that these 
prisoners did not themselves actually engage in 
violence, the fact remains that they were active 
workers in an organization which upholds uge of 
violence as perhaps its strongest weapon. Mxam- 
ples of sabotage are too plentiful to permit suc- 
cessful denial of that. 

If authoritative testimony is desiredg we may 
quote Dr. Harry Hibschman, for fourteen years 
a practicing attorney in the northwest, and retained 
by the American Legion to investigate the murder 
of four of its members by I. W. W.’s at Centralia, 


for August: 

“During the war it was not an uncommon thing 
in the spruce districta of the northwest to have 
logs reach the saw with spikes driven into them 
so cleverly that they could not be discovered until 
the saw reached them. Then again vital parts were 
removed from machinery and thrown into the 
brush or streams so that the work was ‘tied up. 
Putting emery dust into the bearings of expensive 
machinery was one of the favorite. ways of prac- 
ticing sabotage in the mining camps in war time; 
and in the harvest fields I, W. W. teachings meant 
‘the blowing up of machines and burning of crops.” 

In conclusion, we may quote Vincent St. John,

TO AVOID STRANGLING 
PROSPERITY. 


The railroad situation in the United States is 
becoming a more and more. pressing and personal 
problem. It ig brought home particularly to 
farmers at thig time because of the difficulty of 
moving crops. It is brought home to nearly all 
consumers, especially in the northwest, because of 
diMicuities attending the shipment of coal, 

It is obvious that the railroads of the country 
are not adequately meeting their respongibilities. 
It may be due in part to the aftermath of the 
shopmen’s strike and the coal strike. It may be 


government control. It may be due in part to the 
interstate commerce commission’s rate schedules. 
It certainly is due in part to methods of financi 
and management, ; 
Railroads are now largely influenced, if not con- 
trolled, by banks and trust companies which hold 
their securities. Bankers are notably conserva- 
The most syecessful railroad men in histary 
have been as netably imaginative, They had 
vision and realiged their dreams. Bank control is 
a brake to such development. Perhaps some rail- 
road executives nowadays have vision equal to 
their predecessors, but are restraitied from exer- 
cising it by their @nancial controllers. 

If that be true, we should look for a way out of 
the difficulty. Government control we have ob- 
served with the greatest misgiving. In Europe it 
has developed nothing worth while and hag left 
continental railroads in an almost useless and hope- ; 
less condition. In this country it startedjour rall- | 
roads on the ekidg during the war. An alternative 
is the Plumb plan. There is a proposition to put 
control of the roads entirely in the hands of the - 
employés. The question of financing such a trans- 
fer is a difficult and complicated one, but even 
leaving out that point there is grave question of its 
advisability. Peasants’ and workers councils have 
done nothing to restore any line of industry in 
Russia. 

Outside of those ideas for reorganization and 
change of control: we might suggest, very tenta- 
tively, the accumlation of influence in the hands 
of employés through special tax concessions on 
railroad stocke held by them, or through .restric- 
tion of voting power on stocks held by financial 
institutions. We do not advocate Buch action. It 
is merely a suggestign shot into the air. If it 
would give efficient executives more power to de- 
velop their lines it might be good.

*If, after’excitement, or heavy smoking, 
heavy drinking, heavy eating or muscu- 
lar exertion, one reading of 140 is noted, 
no such conclusion is justified. But if 
several readings, properly made, show 
a pressure of 140 or over, let the indi- 
vidual make up his mind that he must 
change his habits or pay the penalty, 
The condition should always be diag- 
nosed before the kidneys or the heart are 
invoived, as shown by ordinary tests.

As a matter of fact the kaleidoscopic

There is only one definite conaiusion 
that can be drawn and that is no one 
nation has a predominant ethnological 
claim. 

Greeks and Turks Equal. 

Competent American observers who 
have been in Thrace recently tell me 
that the Greek and Turk pcpulation 
is about equal, with the Bulgars run- 
ning a close third. There are about 
760,000 persons in eastern Thrace, ac- 
cording to American estimates, of 
which 500,000 are equally divided be- 
tween the Greeks and Turks. 

The Americans say the Moslems do 
not like to live under Christian rule, 
and the Greeks do not relish the pros- 
pect of living under the Moslems. 
Despite their religious ~differences this 
great agricultural country has. been 
rich and prosperous regardless of the 
recent &nd frequent shifts of gov- 
ernments.

SAYS DAUGHERTY 


“HOUNDS” HIM TO 
TRICK CONGRESS 


Rosenbluth Declares He’s 
“Goat” of Department. 


New York, Oct. 21.—[Special.)— 
Charging that Attorney General 
Daugherty and members of his depart- 
ment have hounded and ‘persecuted 
him, Capt. Robert Rosenbluth, await- 
ing extradition here to Tacoma, Wash., 
where he is charged with the murder 
of Maj. Alexander Cronkhite at Camp 
Lewis Sept. 25, 1918, declared today 
that this was being done in order that 
Mr. Daugherty can use it as “a proof 
of his activity and competence when 
he faces impeachment charges in con- 
gress. 

“The murder of Maj. Cronkhite has 
been investigated again and _ again,” 
Capt. Rosenbluth said. “ The investi- 
gation of authorities of tht state of 
Washington was complete and thor- 
ough and was so convincing to Prosecu- 
tor James W. Selden of Pierce coun- 
ty, Wash., that he issued a complete 
exoneration of me and a scorching de- 
nunciation of the department of jus- 
tice. He even wrote a leter to the con- 
gressman of his district asking that 
congress investigate the department's 
action in the case. 

“In spite of these investigations and

this exoneration, three weeks. after 
Mr. Daugherty took office he began 
his action in the affair which 
led to my indictment. 


Took Action Earty. 


“ At least a dogen grand juries have 
sat since I first was arrested by de- 
partment of justice agents, so it can- 
not be mere coincidence that the case 
is being revived at this time, when it is 
certain to be in the courts when con- 
gress begins its impeachment proceed- 
ings against Mr. Daugherty in Decem- 


] ber. ' 


“When the department first acted 
one high officia] said, “We started it 
merely as a matter of routine.’ In 
other words, if one has a name like 
mine and some one suggests throwing 
him in jail, regardless of facts or 
rights, in he goes. 


Quotes Daugherty Letter. 

“How desperate Daugherty must be 
to order this indictment is best shown 
by the fact that over his own sig- 
nature he wrote:

“*T can assure you that the fact is 
that’ the. department decided it lacked 
jurisdiction in this case—that it was 
not desired in any way the impression 
should go out that Rosenbluth was 
guilty, leaving entirely the matter of 
investigating it further to the state 
of Washington authorities.

of doubt that Attorney General Daugh- 
erty personally knows that the federal 
government is without jurisdiction and 
im resorting to this latest action he 
must, indeed, be compelled by a great 
necessity, which is fear of impeach- 
ment.”

first down. In other words, a team could 
tell the referee they would take a loss 
of twenty yards for first down. This 
was a common occurrence and especial. 
ly true when one eleven was playing 
for time. 


Lake Forest Beats Maroons. 


In 1892 Lake Forest was represented 
by a great team. Herbert P. Moore, 
the present president of the institu- 
tion, was a member of the eleven, while 
David H. Jackson and Andy Jackson 
were the half backs. Fred Hayner, 
'Chicago sports writer, was quarter 
back, while the remainder of the team 
was composed of players who knew the 
game. 

Two games were played with Chi- 
cago, which was captained by A. A. 
Stage. Strange as it»-may seem, Lake

Must be Handled Carefully. 


About Nov. 1 is considered a good 
time to plant trees, shrubs and flowers 
in the middle west. The roots become 
established and are ready to start 
growth early in the spring.

Most milk coming 
from these Guernsey tuberculosis free 
cattle is sold as A grade milk at a 
premium price. It is sold in Milwau- 
kee on a 4 per cent butterfat basis, and 
during September Guernsey men got 
from $3 to $3.25 a hundred, a premium 
of from 80 cents to $1 a hundred. A 
premium is paid on Guernsey milk 
testing more than 4 per cent butter- 
fat. An additional premium of 25 
cents is paid for milk that has a low 
bacterial count—the count in winter 
is not to exceed 26,000 per cubic centi- 
meter or in summer 560,000 per cubic 
centimeter. 

For these reasons the problem of 
producing enough good cattle to sup- 
ply demands of buyers from other 
states is becomMmg more serious every 
day, according to Mr. Fox. Since 
Guernsey dairymen can get a good 
price for milk they are reluctant to

mon use. They are the real estate 
mortgage bond, the debenture bond and 
the leasehold mortgage bond. 

The real estate mortgage bond is se- 
cured by a mortgage or trust convey~- 
ance of real estate. It may be either a 
first or junior lien on real property held 
in fee. In case of a first lien the value 
of the property mortgaged should be 
sufficiently in excess of the bond issue to 
assure safety. In the case of a junior 
lien the amount of all prior liens should 
be definitely known ana the margin of 
security over and above the prior mort- 
gages should be ample to afford safety 
for holders of the junior mortgage bonds 
after all prior liens shall have been 
taken care of. The same is true in 
respect ot the margin of safety in 
earnings. 

Debenture mortgage bonds usually are 
a general lien upon the assets of the 
companye These assets inciude both 
property and mortgages owned and it is 
of great importance to the investor to 
know the exact character of the assets 
themselves. 
are misleading and give the imp 
that these bonds are a first lien on 
stipulated assets, whereas, if all facts 
were known, they are a lien upon ail 
assets, but not the only lien. It may be 
that a heavy mortgage already exists on 
the property which may render the bond 
security almost valueless. If prior mort- 
gages do exist on the property there 
should be a sufficient margin to safe- 
guard the bondholder, for such mort- 
gages are, of course, prior to the claims 
of the bondholders. If the amounts of 
mortgages and bonds both are large, a 
very large income is necessary to assure 
safety of interest payments on both. 
Such bonds should be scrutinized very 
carefully and the entire situation thor- 
oughly understood and analyzed before 
investing in them.

Now- 
adays what is commonly known as 
down the river wicker weaving has 
been done in the same old way—mak- 
ing the framework first and then weav- 
ing and wrapping by hand around it. 
Nowadays what is commonly known as 
wicker, but is really an imitation made 
of fiber, is worked up by a new and 
economical process. Instead of weav- 
ing the basketwork in and out of the 
frame, so that the whole erticle is done 
in one piece, by the new system the 
frame is made first, then the patterned 
pieces, woven separately, or even cut 
from lengths of woven fabric, are ad- 
justed to the framework. Frames are 
made in one department, weaving is 
done in an entirely separate section, 
and then the various parts are brought 
together and completed. 

: We have just been through one of 
the largest and best fiber wicker prod- 
uct factories in the country ard think 
it might be of interest to some of our 
readers to know how the work is done 
and what fascinating articles are being 
turned out. 


First we were shown the building in 
which carloads of rough, rock-elm 
lumber are received. The wood is 
cured by a gradual] process, which 
seems to give better results than the 
recent method of forced curing. After 
it has cured, each piece is cut 
into long,“narrow strips, and rounded 
by machine. 
strips, which are to be used for the 
cheaper chairs, are beaded in imitation 
of the wrapped pieces. This process 
having been completed, the strips are 
cut into matched lengths, suitable for

fit into another, is done through an 
iron form, so that all niform, and 
any two may be put together easily. 
The sticks for the legs of chairs, 
tables, and other pieces are cut in uni- 
form lengths, so that there is no con 
fusion in their being assembled. 

All of the pieces, such as legs and 
uprights, are wrapped separately, be- 
fore being assembled. The machine 
for this work handles straight as well 
as curved dowels. Winding from one 
end to the other with one continuous 
piece of fiber gives a perfectly smooth 
even appearance, which is practically 
unattainable in hand werk. In the 
hand woven pieces the article which 
was to be wrapped was held stationary, 
and the reed wound around it. By 
the machine method the line of fiber 
which is attached to the end of the 
dowel is held in a steady position, the 
dowel is spun and “moved along by 
machine, wrapping itself in the fiber 
as it moves. The fiber asd for wrap. 
ping is flattened iff the inside. 

Having passed from hand to hand, 
the pi.wes, when completed, are as- 
sembled into frames and passedgupon 
by an inspector, before they are sent 
to be comt.ined with the woven parts. 

After having seen this framework 
process, we were taken to the depart- 
ment where the fiber is mude. Huge 
rolls of comunon paper are cut by ma. 
chine into rolls about one and a hnalf 
inches wide. These rolls of strips 
are sent through anothe: machine, 


which twists them into fiber for weav- 
ing. Some of the strips go theough 
tubs of glue, on their Wav through 
the twisting machine, so that when 
they@have dried they are extra hard. 
Thg thicker cords are made by run- 
ning two str@ps through ai once. After 
having been dried and stretg@hed, the 
fiber is wound on huge wooden spools. 
That which is to be used for the up- 
right strand: is reinforced by. being 
twisted around fine wire, ana then cut 
into uniform tengths prior to Weaving. 

The newly invented weaving ma- 
chines are intensely interesting. One 
ot these can do the work of three 
men. Their swift and dexterous weav- 
ing does away With heavy labor costs,

The method of shaping the rocker 
runners is entirely new.

HALLOWEEN CHOCOLATES 
AND MUSHROOMS. 


LL that is nece@fary is a cake 


or two of eweet chocolate and 

some sirup to make dark dec- 

orations galore on Hallowe'en 
cookies, sandwiches, apples, nuts, pies, 
Sweet croquettes like witches’ caps, 
and so forth. Thinned sweet chocolate 
may be used to ice cakes, and then 
the dark icing may have faces made on 
it with the easily managed royal icing 
which ig nothing but powdered or con- 
fectioner’s sugar beaten into egg 
white. 

There are no ends of sweet choco- 
lates. One of the oldest American 
sorts is darker than most of the Swiss 
sorts, but it is quite spongy when 
melted in the top of the double boiler, 
and requires the addition of a thick 
sirup—corn sirup may be used or 
“stock” sirup—to soften and smooth 
it to the stage were it may be used 
* gas an icing or a cover of an apple or 
what not. 


Some of the Swiss chocolates of the | 
expensive types have the real flavor of | 
the cocoa buds, and are in fancy forms | 
in eating bit size already, so it seems | 
almost a pity to remake.them, but they | 
may be extended almost a half with | 


sirup, and because of their superior 
flavor the nuts covered with them, or 
the candied fruit, or what you will, are 
as fine as the candles which cost a 
dollar and a half a pound and these are 
of the same color as the finest candies, 
while some of the other sweet choco- 
lates give a much darker chocolate 
cover, like that on the so-called bitter 
chocolates. 

Proportions of Chocolate to Sirup. 

A “stock” sirup made of one cup of 
sugar and one-fourth cup of water 
cooked to sirup stage was only about 
two tablespoons more than was needed 
¢- dilute three ounces and a half of a 
fine Rwirns chocolate. costing 10 cents 
an ounce, when it was melted. Instead 
of being spongy this chocolate was ex- 
. ceedingiy smooth, but like a paste so 
thick that it could not be spread. 

It seems to take less corn sirup than 
stock sirup to dilute other types of 
sweet chocolate, and perhaps the choc 
olate cover when prepared with corn 
sirup is a little more brilliant, which 
brilliance eradually. disappears al- 
though with the right temperature— 
©eool and dry—it keeps bright for many 
hours. And speaking .of hours, we 
know that the leading chocolate mak- 


ers of the country two decades ago. 


always advertised candies as “ fresh 
every hour,” and some of us may know 
that when fine candies are stale they 
afe as stale as any candy madé. 
‘Heating up quite gtale sweet choco- 
late rather freshens it, and a most 
pleasant confection may be made of it 
and some chopped nuts or chopped 
fruits. This sort of thing is not a bad 
addition to the dessert, and is as easily 
Made as anything that requires heat- 


ing. 
Dipping. 

It is easy to dip pieces of nuts in 
melted and diluted chocolate, bu 
this must be beaten until as smpoth 
as an easy running sirup to get the 
best effects, even for small things, and 
for larger pieces terribly gummy ef- 
fects will be secured if the mixture is 
not smooth. A thin tined fork ‘will 
do, but a wire candy dipper ig the 
thing, although clever fingers are often 
used by the expert, and when the piece 
is put down a clever twist of the fin- 
gers gives that twisted thread, or loop, 
or fold, which is a decorative finish. 
But when a small amount of work is 
done it is surely wasteful to use the 
fingers. . 

The whole business of dipping choco- 
lates is one not to be dismissed with 
such a few .words as these, since a 
great deal of techniqwe goes into ex- 
pert work. such as raising the dipping 
material to just the right temperature, 
keeping it so, keeping the mixture 
smooth and of the right thickness. Yet 
a home candy maker can by a litttle 
practice covey nuts and centers to 
make something quite as good as the 
vast amount of slovenly candies made. 
And she can work out ways of pouring 
out her cover that may resemble the 
“enrobing” machine. 


Chocolate Apples. 
There seems to be a rage for candies 
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on a stick or something of the lollipop 
order. Many candied apples are not at 
all pleasant of flavor, but should be to 
contrast with the sweet. These apples 
should be clean and on the stick before 
the dipping preparation is ready. In 
trying to dip anything of this size the 
mixture must be thin enough. If too 
thin the apple may be dipped a second 
time after the first cover has set a bit, 
but if the mixture is too thick, not 
only is the cover uneven but it is 
gummy. 

Sweet chocolate melted and thinned 
is easier to work with In covering 
apples than are some of the candy 
glazes or sirups cooked to the stage 
when a little in water will form a hard 
but not too hard a ball. When dipped 
in this sweet and thinned chocolate 
and put down on an @iled plate, this 
is not so likely to form a pool on the 
plate as are the taffies. In dipping an 
apple in anything it should be so held 
that any extra cover should run off 
from the part opposite the stick, and to 
make a perfect cover the skewer 
should be stuck in something so the 
apple is high and dry from touching 
anything. The heavy pierced glass 
pieces used in flower bowls might be 
all right for this, or a clean pot of dirt. 


Decorating Apples. 

One cup of sifted confectioner’s 
sugar beat into one egg white till a 
smooth and easily running icing re 
sults, then flavored with a drop or 
two of lemon or orange juice, may be 
used for making little white threads 
or dots for faces or anything iced 
with chocolate. The little paper cone 
is best, but a skewer dipped in the 
icing may be used for amateur work. 
It is important to keep the icing from 
drying out, if any small work like this 
is done, and a damp napkin over the 
bow! will prevent this rapid drying. 


Decorating Cookies. 


A teaspoon dipped in melted and 
thinned sweet chocolate of the right 
consistency may be used for making 
faces on white cookies, and the whole 
will be quite effective, too, even if 
every face made with dots and dashes 
is different. 


Chocolate Sandwich Fillings. 


Just as a crushed chocolate cream 
between two thin and buttered slices 
of dark bread makes an excellent sand- 
wich, so will melted sweet chocolate 
make something acceptable® combined 
in this same way, and nuts chopped 
and mixed with the chocolate as in the 
quick dessert confection, improve the 
filling. Of*course, slices of cake may 
be used with this sort of filling. A 
cake sandwich for Halloween made 
of devil’s food cake, filled and iced 
with chocolate and perhaps fixed up 
with white icing figures of bats and 
cats, threaded on from a paper cone. 
would be quite “au fait.” There is 
much chance here for individual fancy 
to work out its will. 


Halloween Mushrooms. 


Since we do not have the truffle, 
and since the frightfully expensive 


— 


canned ones are hardly worth having, 
we may use the one really black food 
supply we have, the mushrooms—from 
the market or gathered from street 
parkings and parks. 

No matter how the mushroom {is to 
be prepared, it is safer as a food ff, 
after it is cleaned, boiling water is 
poured over it. Then it is rinsed with 
cold water) This further cleans them 
and, in most cases, they are improved, 
even for broiling, by this treatment. 
They came up through a soi] that may 
be rich in wholly undesirable things 
to have in contact with food, as do 
vegetables. 

When mushrooms just gathered can- 
not be used for eight hours or so, they 
keep much better if they are scalded 
and rinsed with cold water than they 
do unless kept near ice. 

Simplest Broilea mushrrooms. 


Put clean mushrooms on apn earthen 
plate, season with butter and salt, put 
in broiling oven until juices start out; 
remove from oven, cover, let stand five 
minutes, and serve. 


Baked Market Mushrooms. 

Wash, scald, and peel caps of mush- 
rooms; save the stems for sauces. But- 
ter a baking pan, pnt the mushroom 
caps in it, top down, sprinkle them 
lightly with salt and any other season- 
ing you like, and dot with tiny bits 
of butter, There should be no sugges- 
tion of greasiness when the mushrooms 
are cooked. Add a little cream or not 
as you choose, and bake in a rather 
hot oven for ten minutes. Serve on 
toast or as you will. , 

Stewed Mushrooms. 

Stewed mushrooms make the hand- 
somest dishes perhaps. If of uniform 
size they may be piled symmetrically 
and ornamentally. The caution is to 
cook carefully since the solid element 
in them is of the type of foodstuff that 
toughens with much heat. To stew 
mushrooms is really the easiest way 
to cook them, since when they are 
either fried or broiled, part or all of 
their daintily flavored juice may be 
lost. 
sautéed first. 

Prepare mushrooms, put to cook in 
a flat bottomed aluminum kettle or a 
kettle that can be closely covered 
They will keep their shape most per- 
fectly if there is just one layer in the 
pan and just about half a cup of water. 
Cook over a minimum fire for twenty 
minutes. At the end of fifteen min- 
utes there will be but little water, then 
add a little cream, and finish. 

Instead of water mushrooms may be 
stewed in any highly flavored sauce, or 
this may be used for the last half of 


the cooking. A little salt and a little | 
butter added at the last brings out | 


the flavor. 
Sliced and Diced Mushrooms Stewed. 


Clean and prepare half a pound of 
mushrooms; slice them in thin slices 
Put three or four tablespoons of but- 
ter in a frying pan; when it is melted 
add the mushrooms and cook for five 
minutes, stirring with a wooden spoon, 
s0 as not to break the pieces. Sprinkle 
over them a scant level tablespoon of 
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flour and stir until will mixed, then add 
half a cup of cream an@ stir until 
smooth and gently cook about ten min- 
utes more in a covered pan. Salt just 
befoer serving on toast or as a sauce 
for filet of beef. .For the beef a thick- 
ened meat gravy in place of the cream 
may be preferred. To season these fur- 
ther add delicate fry seasonings, like 
chopped parsley, shallots and some pi- 
mento in the butter to start.

IS HOLINESS POPE PIUS Xi. 

has issued an appeal to. the 

Catholics of America and to all 

humane persons, even though 
not Christian, to help Russia, Aus- 
tria, and the near east from being de- 
stroyed by hunger and pestilence. An 
offering for this purpose will be taken 
in all Catholic churches next Sunday. 
The appeal will be made today in every 
congregation requesting an offering or 
a subscription to be brought in the 
Sunday following. 


The Most Rev. John Bonzano, apos- 
tolic delegate, Washington, D. C., has 
expressed the desire that the message 
from his holiness be given the widest 
publicity. Letters of thanks from the 
cardinals in the suffering fields for 
help already granted accompany the 
appeal for further aid. A papal bless- 
ing on all who give is authorized by 
the pope. 

Pope Pius XI. pledges a subscrip- 
tion of 2,500,000 lire to the fund from 
the holy see. In the papal letter the 
distress in certain sections of Russia 
is called “the greatest catastrophe in 
history.”

Made glorious summer by this sun of York ; | 


Now are our brows bound with victorious ‘wreaths 


Grim-visag’'d war hath smooth'd his wrinkled front ; 
And now, instead of mounting barbed steeds 
To fright the souls of fearful adversaries, 
He capers nimbly in a lady's chamber 
: To the lascivious pleasing of a lute. 

That is Richard. He has taken stock of the time and the opportunity. He 
accounts the world ready for him to bustle in. 

“ For me to bustle in,” he says toward the close of that impudent, crackling, 
briskly calculating, and wholly delightful Scene 1, and “ Come, bustle, bustle; 
caparison my horse,” are the words with which he launches himself into the 
battle that ends the play—and an era. 

Clash and rattle of men at arms: bells pealfng for victory; the ominous 
whisper of conspiracy along palace stairways and in prison corridors; defec- 
tions, treasons, rebellion; crisp equivoke and venomous railing; detected men 
and guiltless men going equally with wide amazement to the block; abundance 
of mouth fillers like “to court an amorous looking-giass,” and “ this weak 
piping time of peace,” and “‘a marvellous proper man,” and “ flaky darkness 
breaks within the east.” and “God’s gentle-sleeping peace,” and “ divine per- 
fection of a woman” and “ diffused infection of a man”; cozzening of weak 
woman by a mocking devil; youtl overweening and pitiless, and o’er fluent 
in swift word-play and pert turns of speech; lots of snap, as the saying is. 

Youth everywhere and above all. Richara is when the play begins 
and only 33 when it ends; Shakespeare was 29 when he wrote it, and Kit 
Marlowe, Gho Almost certainly helped in the writing, was the same age when 
he was killed in a love quarrel. Youth always takes to the play, and for 
youth Richard has an immense fascination. In one of his earlier stories— 
“The! Blak Arrow ”—Robert Louis Stevensun surrendered to Crookback, 
sketching him lightly, deftly, and with manifest capitulation to his eerie 
spell—-“. . . girt by steel-clad knights, the bold, black hearted, and ambitious 
hunchback moved on towards his brief kingdom and his lasting infamy.” 

A lad who wishes to swing into the pageant-land of William Shakespeare's 
ten English chronicle plays can do no better than read “ The Black Arrow” as 
a kind of curtain-raiser to the great entertainment that is going to give him 


the very essence and the glow, the splendor and the humors of a century 


and a half of English annals. “King John” shall take him out of the twelfth 
century and into the thirteenth; “ Richard II.” shall show him grandeur in 
old John of Gaunt and piteous weakness in Richard the faint-hearted; 
“Henry IV.” (Parts I. and II.) shall make him close pais with a larking 
prince and bad, foolish, irresistible John Falstaff; with “ Henry Vv.” he shall 
go to the warts in France and win at Agincourt; in “ Henry VI.” (Parts I., I1., 
and III.) he shall march and countermarch with Lancastrians and Yorkists 
in wars that disemboweled the old feudal order and worked out in blood one 
more stage of mankind's progress toward democracy; in “ Richard III.” he 
shall beliold the last spasmodic struggles of that old feudal order, and he 
shall take his stand on Bosworth field to look out with Henry Tudor— 

. «+ Upon a new land. The Baroh was there, the Churchman was there, but there, 
too, was a swarming multitude who uttered the voice of a third power, more potent 


to influence kings than priest or noble, the power of the Common People, tilling 
the soil as of old, but reading their books as not of old, their Bible chief of all, 


_gnd learning the lessons of self-government, self-restraint, ‘and self-respect. 


That passage is from one of the most helpful and eloquent books that 
parent or teacher can put into the hands of the young reader who is going 
to march with that mighty pageant which begins with “King John.” It is the 
late Prof. Beverley Warner's “ English History in Shakespeare's Plays.” He 
was one of the greatest educators this country ever produced. 

And fer the lagt stately picture of all in the’ grand gallery of monarchs 
and roysterers, of prelates and peasants, of kingmakers and camp followers, 
of chancellors and wailing women, our young reader shall have the courtly 
festivities, the mournful intrigues, the spectacle of greatness in abandonment 
that are the highlights of “ Henry VIII.” 

Wonderful march down the ages! From Magna Charta to the dawn of 
the Reformation. From John, type of royal perfidy, and Falconbridge, type 
of English manhood, to Wolsey, type of misguided ambition, and Katherine, 
type of womanly dignity and sweetness in bitter sorrow. 

Was there éver such a story from one hand! Homer is pale and cramped 
beside it. And ten little books that do not take the room of four current 
novels tell it all. Mind you what Carlyle said 6f its beginning—that year 1200: 


Behold, therefore, the Engtand of the yéar 1200 was no chimerical vacuity or 
dreamiand, ied with vaporous Fantasms; but.a green solid place that grew 
corn and scveral other thirgs. The sun shwune on it, the vicissitudes of’ seasons and 
Cloth was woven and worn, ditches were dug, furrow fields 
ploughed, and houses built. Day by day all men and cattle rose to labor, and 
night by night returned home to their severa! lairs. In wondrous Dualism, then 
as now, lived nations of breathing men, alternating in all ways between life and 
Geath,’ between joy and sorrow, between rest and toil, between hope, hope reaching 

as heaven, and fear deep as very hell.  ° 

But why, our young reader justly asks, shal] we begin with “ Richard 
Iti.” where the tale is closing? Because partly, as it seems to me, this Rich. 
ard was so dazzling a figure, alike so gifted and so horrific, so witty and so 
wicked, so expert a masquerader and so helpless a victim of himself, that he 
compels our interest in all the close knit tale of his forebears that marched 
through the thirteenth and fourteenth centuries and in that puissant Henry 
VIIL., son of Richard's conqueror at Bosworth, who came after; in short, be- 
cause, worsted though he was, this Richard was the strongest man of his age. 
He was vivid, vital, vivacious, and the play about him is William Shakespeare’s 
motion picture play—jerky, sensational, sometimes tasteless, but ever shadow- 
ing upon the historic screen a living, ramping, contriving man facing life and 
facing death with jubilant gusto. ° That is why I think of “ Richard III.” as 
the springboard for our beginnings in the reading of English history. 

Kiooks,” says Arnold Bennett in the excellent vade mecum “ Literary 
Taste and How to Form It "—" books must be allowed to help one another; they 
must be skillfully called in to each other’s aid.” Your idea and mine of our 
young reader who shall plunge from our springboard play of “ Richard III.” 
to the three parts of “ Henry VI.,” where Richard is darkly foreshadowed, or 
who shall take “The Black Arrow” as a kind of curtain raiser to “ Richard 


That dictum suggests a similar thought of wider application—the thought

Dots grow slowly, the darkest corre- 
sponding to the brighest stars. In al- 
most every plate there are stars too 
faint for human eye ever to see. The 
astronomer scans them eagerly.

Many 
observers know the best part of the 
heavens by heart. 


If you are not a scientist you can 
hardly realize the thrill that comes on 
first beholding a new star. The plate 
shows a strange dot where there was

out in space a sun has gone to its 
doom. Flying through emptiness, it 
has crashed into a dark meteor swarm 
and is being ground to atoms. 

With beating heart the observer 
swings the telescope to the spot next 
night. There, perhaps faint, as often 
as not brilliantly gleaming before him, 
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A dark star in the destroying swarm. 


is the gova. To the eye it looks much 
the same as any ordinary star... But in 
the spectroscope it becomes a living 
sun tortured by flame. 

A nova is a star whose atmosphere 


is being churned by millions of celestial 
bullets. 


Its: hydrogen grows crimson; 
its shattered molecules glow green. 

Toward the end of its life every star 
courses on through space, moving with 
relentless march to its end, There are 
snares in space, vast clouds of black 
nebula, swarms of meteors, lying to 
destroy suns. The star enters the 
death trap without pausing.
